His 
lege knowledge, bis dignified deportment, 
his agreeable address, his long acquaintance 
with parliamentary davies, snd a то аде 
of other qualifications, were instanced to 
үэ» bie fitness for the appointment. The 

u ideal of a Bpesker was also found in 
the person of the Rigbt Hon. Henry Fi z- 
roy; while others saw tbe proper msn in 
Mr. Walpole, erst Seoretary of State for the 
Home Department. Finally, the claims of 
Mr. Mathew Baines, the Ohanoellor ef the 
Duohy «f Lenosster, were pu: forward. 

It was presently seep, bowever, that the 
Government had chosen Mr John Evelyn 
Denison for the post. The public generally 
received the intelligence with gubmissicn. 
They knew nothing sgsinet Mr. Denison; 
on the contrary, be had the reputation of 
being an old and diligent member of the 
legislature, without being remarkable for 

ty bias or violent political opinions. 

The office of Bpesker ie one demanding 
qualifications not often found combined in 
опе person. Ніз bearing should be digni- 
fied snd firm; his demesnour suave and 
obliging. His impartiality must be above 
ruspicion ; his knowledge ef the forms and 
weages of parliament complete; and his 
acquaintance with the private business of 
the legislature not less so. The Speaker- 
ship, therefore, is one of those offices— few 
and far between, alas ! — which no medioority 
{а visionary enough to aspire to, and which 
no mere placs-hunter or Government par- 
tisan can hope to fill. Talent, experience, 
industry, urbanity, and en unquestionable 
social position, are indispensable ; and when 
ali these are combined, you cauact fail of 
haviog a тегу respectable man.

Among the transformations which are taking place in Paris the 
barracks are no: fergotten. The engineer department is at present 
renovating the barrack in the Rue Pepiniere, built for the accom- 
modation of the Royal Gaard in the reign of Louis XV. The 
northern part of the ground floor bas beon fitted up as а mess-room, 
an imprevement in French military life introduced by the present 
Emperor. То the mess-room is added а conversation-room —& 
large library divided iato two parts—s dining-room to accommodate 
150 soldiers, and an extensive kitchen with every description of 
cooking apparatus. The conversation-room, hung with green, and

ANOTHER BURGLARY IN THE OITY. 

EarLy on Sunday morning а daring robbery was committed at a 
branch post-office, with a money-order depar.ment attached, ia the 
Oity of London. About two o'clock Police-constable Johnson was 
patrolling bis beat in Dootors’-commous. Snow was falling at the 
time. Ае һе was emerging from an obscure etrest called Sermon- 
lane, leading from the south side of St. Paal’e-churchyard to Little 
Knightrider street, he observed some marks in the newly-fallen 
snow on а window-sill of the Horn Tavern, Кер; by Mr. Pullar, 
which has an extensive frontage i: Little Koightrider-street, 
and looks also into Sermon lane Ніз suspicion being aroused, 
he went stea'thily to the front door and heard voices whispering 
inside. He listenrd more attentively, and heard some one 
ieside say, “Nove your time; open door” With that 
the door was opsned, and two men made their sppear- 
anoe. The constable, confronting them, demanded to know 
what they were doing there, upon which the thieves mada a 
desperate attempt to esoaps, but, thrustiog them back into the house 
the officer slammed the door to проп them with one hand and 
with the other sprang his rattle. This bad the effeot both of alarm- 
ing the inmates and of bringing Sergeant Pe:raon to the spot, with 
whose assistance the burglars were captured and marched off to the 
Bow-lane Police Station hard by. The Jandiord end his wife pre- 
sented themselves frem the upper part of the house just in t'me to 
gee them taken away. Oa being searched at the staiion five patre 
of suger-tongs, a number of cigars and other articles. three chisels, 
and a quantity of stamps were found upon them. Atisoxed to the 
house is & branch рсвг- обје kept by the landlord, and on аз ex- 
amivatton of the ргешігев mado by the polica immedistely after 
the thieves had been secured, hand-marks were seen in the snow 
close by the first-floor window, which is about twelve feet 
from the ground, though, from snow still falling, they 
hed become scarcsly visible. The window, it appears, bai 
been left unfasten and it is supposed that one of the 
thieves had reached it by climbing upon the shoulders 
of the other, and so entered th» house That done, ђе descended to 
the ground floor, and opening the street door, let in bie oonfederate, 
and then bolted the door on the inside. With the aid of a dark 
lantern—for one which they hai left behind them was afterwards 
discovered on the premises—the thieves found their way to the 
post-office part of th» house, where they broke open and ranaaoked 
the drawers. In two of the drawers, during the previous vrl 

there had been £130 worth of postage stampa, and sbout £40 
money; bu: these the landlord had fortunately takem with him to 
his bedroom on retiring for the right. On Saturday morning it is 
understood that he communicated the burglary to the tor to 
the General! Pos'-vffice, who expressed hie warm approval of the 
conduct o! Johnson, the constable, and gave hig вап ою to prose- 
gute the thieves. As much his been said о’ late about some of the 
old officers in the City poltoe having been removed from important 
ts to others of less consequence, and been replaced by younger

Те Governor of Poland has received the official instructions of 
the Bussian Goverament for the reorganisation of the kiagdom of 


the im commissions for special 
purposes and the existing provincial Governments are sus aded, 
and the different branckss of the publio administration will hence- 


rgh. 

"The whole of Poland is to be divided into twenty-seven depart- 
mente, each under the direction of a prefect. 

The post of Governor of Poland is suppressed, the functions of 
this office being fulfilled by the chief of the civil administration, 
and the commander-in-chief of the troops stationed in the Polish 
provinces. 

PRUSSIA. 

The Prassian Government, if not the parliament, has agreed to 
bring the Prussian navy up to the strength of thet of Italy. More 
weseels o! war have been ordered in France and America. If 
Prussia is to rival the navy of Italy, she will have ninety-eight 
steamers, with 2,160 guns, and seventeen — vessels, with 279 

vns. Italy possesses five iren-cled frigates. atest advices from 

lia asy that the King is resolved on not permitting the perlia- 

ment to have control over the army and navy on its orgeniz s.ion. 
It is possible that the Obamber may ђе again dispersed.

“ Bire, — Attached to your august person, born aud brought up in 
this ойу, in which you also have fist seen the light, we, who better 
than any can testify to your virtues avd your love for Italy, are 
deeply affected at your departure, and believe it our duty to lay at 
your Majesty's feet the sincere — of our regret. Bire, if we 
are sorrowful, it is because we bave seen you depart in sorrow 
Yow are too generous, sire, not to forget the facts which have 
afflicted you. Yes, sire, we implore you to forget thea. It has 
been truly said, sire, elsewhere that the people of Turin—the true 
people—has disapproved wha’ has ooourred. The proverbial devo- 
tion of Turia to the House of Savoy cannot be supposed weakened 
owing to a moment in which ап erring handful of her inhabitants 
forgot their daty. The youth of Turin, sire, loves sou. It is 
proud to have во generous а monarch as its fellow-citizen. It 
would gladly hasten by its wishes the day when it will be able to 
show you that the remembrance of the benefits received from 
your Majesty is ineffaoeablo from the hearts of the inhabitants of 
Turin.” 


OMINA AND JAPAN. 

We take the following from ths Overland China Май of the 81st 
of December :— 

^ Affaira in Japan wear a'doub.fal aspeot, but the balance seem 
to incline in favour of European influence. With regard to tke 
murders of Mejor Baldwin and Lieutenant Bird, we have to record 
that two Japanese have been executed as accomplices in the offence. 
It is, of course, not easy to ascertain whether or not thove men were 
common felons produced and decapita'ed for the sake of appearances ; 
but the procecding evinces a desire on the part of the Japanese 
to conform to the usages of civilized life. We have like wise to re- 
cord the assassination of two French sailo-s at Yokohama It ap- 
pears that the men had become riotous on shore, and had been set 
upon by а crowd of armed Japanese and killed. Alt:ough it is 
alleged, truly enough, we suppose, that the men were in а etate of 
intoxication, yet the resalt proves that there exists a party among 
the common people of Japan strongly hostile to foreigners. 
The other items of news with reference to Japan embrace 
the report that the batteries вё Bimonosski are in course 
of being rebuilt, and that one of our gunboats has gone to 
the etraita in order to ascertain the trath of the report. 
Turning to Chins, there is actually nothing of political im- 
portance to notice. The Imperialist possession of Nankin geems at 
present to be the trump card in the hands of the authorities ; and 
it may well be во. No one сап doubt that the occupation of the 
ancient ospital of the Mings by the Teeping rebels was a коте 
point with the Imperial Government, and now that it is once more 
restored to their possession we can easily enough understend the 
feelings of gratification that must have ensued. The well-known 
Tseng-kwo-fan has been lett to protect this city from further 
attack, and to organize matters with & view to the future 
prosperity of tradal pursuits in the city and surround- 
ing districte. It is supposed that he is expected to be 
called to Pekin, there to receive extraordinary honours on 
eccount of the successful termination of the rebellion; but the 
&uthoriti-s at the сарі в], either through jea!«usy or policy, have 
ordered him to remain at his post for the present. We near little 
or nothing of the dispersed rebels, end it is not at all likely that 
they will ever be able to show а formidable front. So far as we 
дал learn, the Imperial Government sre duly impressed with the 
valuo of British assistance, aud will not hesitate to acknowledge 
their obligations, and in some degree to reciprocate the favours ex 
temded to them.”

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THE DESTRUOTION BY FIRE OF THE BOMBAY. 


"Тнк court-martial appointed to irquire into the osuse of the fire 
that recently destroyed this ship has concladed its sitting on board 
her Moj-sty’s ship Victoria, at Portsmouth, 

P. W. Bpridéle, ship's steward's boy on board the Bombay, če- 
pored to attencing to the lights of the after magazine banding-room 
on the 14 h of December, when the crew were at quarters, and to 
seeing the fire coming out from uncer the barding-room on the 
starboard side before the alarm of fire bad been given. The star- 
board side of the hold a; peared to be illuminated by the glare of the 
fire. In going to the after hold witness was call-d by one of the 
men who was lost with the ship, and told to ask the lamp-trimmer 
to come and trim the lights in the l'ght-room He walked towards 
the light room Coor, sud was in the aot of opening the дост, when 
one of the men sang out, “ Му God, there'a fire!" and the fire-bell 
was rong. ‘Tbe light-room door was sufficiently open to see the 
four lights. One was out, the other three were burning. Ваза 
small piece of something ying on the light-room floor, about two 
inches from the lamp sock«t, like а piece of candlewick just єх. 
tip guished. 

By the President: Tbe lamp trimmer would go down below at 
general quarters to light the caudles in the Ight-room of the maga- 
zine, and also to put them out afterwarcs. Оп the 14h of 
December witness lit them himself, not sceing the lamp-trimmer in 
the bread-room when the crew had been beat to quarters. 

By Captain Scott: Tho lamplighter waa in the habit of getting 
a light in the bread-room snd going down below at quarters to 
light thelamps. Witness bad lighted them occasionally, the lamp- 
lighter having ssked him at times to help bim. On such occasions, 
when the lamp-trimmer was absent frm tbe after magazine light- 
room. witness thought be was engaged in lighting the shell room 
lights. Witness never lit the shell-room Jights. ‘Lhe appearance 
of illumination in the hold might bave been about two ші: пега 
before the alarm was given. Noticed no smcke or emell at thet 


time. 

Ву the President: I was on tbe platform in the hold three times 
during that aftercoon. The first time was before the men had 
arrived at their siations to band up powder. The second time I 
only noticed Cooper on the aip dick. The third time the men 
were gone from the after magazine, but were working in the ahell- 
room. Оа the last ocossion the men stationed at the bread-room 
‘were gone, and by that I took the magazine to be closed. At the 
retreat after quarters ia the afternoon I do not know whethcr the 
lights in the after- magazine or shell.room were put out. 

By Osp‘ain Campbell ga Ч By а quarter to two bells, I 
meant а quarter to two o’olook. Tho floor of the lightroom was 
Ирей with lead, and that oovered with copper, and in thie there was 
& place scooped out, also lined like the floor for the reception of 
burnt out candle wicks. 

George Noble examined: I was sailmaker on board the Bombay. 
When i gave the alarm of fire on board on the 14'ћ of December I 
was standing olose to the shell-room docr, on the platform over the 
screw alley, amid:hips, waiting to pass up shell The ropemsker 
called my attention to a fire underneath а platform olose to the door 
of the bandicg room. 1 immediately ran up on the main deck and 
rang the fire-bsll and reported it to Captain Osmpbell. It was а 
sheet of fire the whole breadth of the platform. I did not go down 
on the pla'form again during the fire. Previous to seeing this sheet 
of flame there bad not been the lesst smell of smoke. During that 
afternoon the nearest man I saw was а man stationed ов this plat- 
form. After the retreat from quarters was beat the only person I 
ват pear the after bold who was not stationed there wea the ship's 
stewards boy. ldon't know what he was doing there, nor ёо 1 
yemember ever having seen him there before. On that day he 
was not there the whole time 1 was there, and I only ват him 
once It was the duty of tho lemp-trimmer to keep tbe lights in 
the shell-room clean. That afternoon 1 bad not seen him. I don't 
believe there was time to pat ont the ehell-room light before the 
alarm of fre. I have no idea how the fire origi ated. 

By Captain Boott : When I firet saw the fire it came cut with one 
great farh. It did not subside. There was no noise like an ex- 
plosion of spirite taking fire when the fire first broke out. When 
the fire broke out first in the bold I heard no ory or shout of any 
kiod. 1 did not see the lamp-irimmer om that dey. It was bis 
duty to light the eheil-room lamps, but I had rever seen him per- 
form tha: daty. On the afternoon of the fire I was below from the 
t'me of going to quartera after dinper to the time of the elerz being 
given—abont two hours. Daring all that time I saw no one in the 
after hold with the exception of the ship steward’s boy, and those 
men who were мом лед there handing up powder. 

Bub-Lieutensnt Mandeville deposed that after having been pioked 
up from the water, on leaving the ship by the gig and whaleboat he 
obtained permission from Commander Wilson to go back to the ship 
in the jolly boat io save the men 1: ft there, and he accordingly went. 
The whole time the j liyboat was alongside the ship, taking off 
the men, on either of the three trips mede, the shells inboard 
the ship were distinctly heard exploding. АП the men seen 
alive bat one were rescued by the jollyboat on her first and 
secoud trips. The ore mon left behind was гегспе! on the 
third trip. He had been iu the water between tho ship's 
side and some wreck of floating spars, and one of the boat’s 
crew went overboard with а ropee-end to get at him, and 
both were then haul-d into the boat over the spars. 
The ship's foremast, "hioh kad the topmast and topgallant:m «st 
aloft, but with she lower yard hanging up and down by the chain 
slings, went over the ship's side immediately after we le!t on our 
firs: trip with men. On approaching the ship on the second trip 
one of the loaded and shotted guns on the lower deck went cff, and 
the ship's hull then was а perfect blaze of fire, with the fismes 
coming out of all the ports, with the bowsprit on fire às far ou; as 
the gemmoning, the sheet lesd of tho gammonirg ruoning down 
in а perfect shower on the water under the ships baws, on the 
wreck, and on the men there. The smoke and flames were then 
trending over the ship's port-side аса stern, in в bow and quarter- 
line, the ship swinging to her snchors with the carent. Jost iv 
shoving off the boat, after having got the man on the third trip, 1 
saw the starbcard 100-pounder Armstrong on the fore-osatle go 
down through all the decks to the bottom of the ship. The heat 
from the ship was very great at that time. After having com- 
municat:d with the other ooats I got up my bost’s mast and made 
sail for Mente Video. About an hour’s sail frc m the burning hull 
of the Bombay а Brazilian steamer, with officers in uniform on her 
deck—I think a mail packet —passed close to my bost, but took no 
notice, bor did they offer me any asistance. I was eventually 
picked up by Her Majesty's ship Stromboli. 

Henry Oharles Biggs, midon овој im giving his evidopoe, said 
that he was in comwand of the first cutter, and at one регіо}, being 
then close to the ship with а number of men picked up from the 
water and the ship's chains, in addition to her regular crew, he 
wished to have the boat's stern backed in closer to the sbip's aie 
in order to take in some more men he saw there, “but the men 
would not do anything—they were afraid of the shotted guns" “I 
tried to convince the men, and order (ће boat back to pick up the 
m:n left, but the ple in the ‘oat were making a noise, and 1 
could not keep ehe The men I wanted to pick up were in the 
meantime picked ap by the whaleboat. 1 then saw a handkerohiet 
waving from one of the boats at а distance from the ship, and took 
it as a 116081 to close, and had the boat pulled clear of the ship and 
joined the others, where I received orders to pull to windward and 
wait she explosion. I wes satisfied with the conduo: of my сох- 
swain. Some of the men behaved well in the boat, but others did 


uc Qapisin Scoti: The boat was so crowded that, sitting as I 
wes in the stern sheets, I could not see the men who reinsed to baok 


their oars. It was about half one wsy and half the other of the 
boat's crew. When they pulled the boat olear of the ship the men І 
saw in the water had been picked vp and f ordered the bnat to be 
pulled away. There were men etill bang!pg on to the ehip. Whea 
the men disobeyed my orders I am not aware that any other petty 
officer was in the bost, except Wilson, the cozetwain. 

By Cep'ain Hornby: The coxswain of tbe boat endeavoured to 
воррст me in reducing the men to obedience. 

Сарїз n Preedy: I ordered the boat to be backed to pick up the 
men then in the water. I rcculicct no other order I gave not being 
a:tended to. 

Osptain Lacy: Every спе of the men were singing ont, “Gune ! 
Gans are shotted, and we must getaway!’ I ordered them to to 
silent They would b: quiet for а time, and then some man would 
sing out again. The boat's crew were quiet before other men came 
in her from the ship. 

By Oaptain Campbell: Had you backed the boat in to the ship 
at the time you wished, wou'd you rot have backed it immedistely 
under the muzzles of the shoited guns? No. I think they wero 
not shctted as far aft as tbat These guns were on tho sfter lo wer- 
deck, and the fore lower-deok were only shotted. Men in the water 
might have been hanging on to the oars of the boat alongside at 
the time, ard the umber of men crowded ia the Lost might have 
pe ia with the proper working of the cars, which were doub!e- 

ar ked. 

At this stago of the preosedings the cutier's crew were called into 
tbe court-room, with coxswain, to hear Mr. Bigge's evidence 
тета to them, snd also the examination of their coxswain. 

Henry Wilson: I was ooxewain of the first cutter under oom- 
mand of Mr. Biggs, the previous witness. Doposed to the circum- 
stances of taking the men into the bost from the ship, &», up to 
the time of the alleged disebedleroe of part of the boat's or-w to 
back in to the ship. Witness fürtber said һе did not hear Mr Bigge 
order to bsok in to the ship to pick up men. Some of the men 
picked up by the boat that hed been s'ationed om the ship's lower 
deck quarters sala some cf the guns were loaded there.

Myself 
and Mr. Biggs were both in the boat's sterc. The first order Mr.

3 When wo w re loaded 
to shove off and go astern of the ship. All these orders were ob- 
served. There was g-ea' confusion in the bost, and the only order 
I heard that Was not obeyed was the ordor “Silence.” The whole 
of the men taken into the boat, excepting the boat's crow, disobeyed 
that order.

Mr. Biggs’e evidence was hore тема to the witners, and he wat 
askod whether he understood the natera of an oath, and was aware 
of the дізотерапсізе of his evidence and that of Mr. Biggs. He re- 
plied that he new the nature of ac oath, and thet he had given 
evidence кооой to hie тесоћео 178. 

Mr. Biggs, midshipman, reo.lled and examined by Admiral 
Dacres, ssid: I had only bwn a fortn'ght in the Bombay, and | 
don’t know either of the seeond captaine cf the foretop by sight, 
and I don't know where the chief captain of the fo-ecsstle got in 
the boat fiom the ship, I got во assistance from these men that I 
krowof. A man named Shaw sasisted me. 

Mr. Harvey, midshipmsa, commended the gutter of the Bombay, 
on the day of the sbip's logs. He was quite satisfied with the 
conduct of all the men in the boat, whether of hor regu'ar сгот or 
otherwise 

The court adjourned for an hour. Oa fie re-op*ning, tho Deputy- 
Judge-Advooate read the finding,” to the effect " (hat after а 
five двув' investigation the oourt was of opinion that no evidence 
had been given by which the origin of the fire could be traced, aud 
that Оаршја Oampbell, the other ooste, and the orew of her Ma- 
jesty’s late ship Bombay ware motto blame. The court were also of 
opinion the: after the was discovered all possible efforts were 
made to subdue it, bat they proved uo&valling, in consequence of 
the extremely complete ria'e of the ventilation of tho ship cousing 
the fire to gain grou d with extra^rdinery rapidity; thet tho sbi 
was not abandoned until all hopes of sa her were st an end, 
and the officers виа crew were forced overboard by the flames ; that 
the s'e.diness and disciplina displayed sud mainteicod under the 
very trying circumstances were extremely creditable to the captain, 
officers, and ship’s eompwny, and that the saving of sach a Jarge 
number of the ship's company was mainly dae to the foresight with 
which tho preparstions were made and the promptitade with which 
the boata were hoisted ont, dad the cours therefore acquitted 
Captain Campbell, bis efire, and ship's company of ali blame 
accordingly. Tbe court also desire to cali the astention of the 
Admiralty to the mode of ventilating ths spirit-room in the Bom- 
ову, whereby eary &oo688 was eff or by fire to the epirit-roow, 
and waa of opinicn that every precaution should be taken to tecure 
the spirit-rcome in her Majesty's rbips against such 2с210еп'е. The 
court cousidersd it а duty to call the attention of the Lords Oom- 
missioners cf the Admiralty to the many instanocs of heroism end 
devotion exhibited by the officee and mea of the Bombsy iu the 
numerous cares that bad been mentioned in the evidence, and that 
the examples set by all the officers mast have contributed largely to 
the saving of во many lives.” 

The president then delivered to Captain Campbell and bis оста 
their swo:de, and declared the court dissolved.

Юклтн or GRNERAL Sim J. W. Siatca—The distinguished 
and venerable officer, Sir James Wallace Sleigh, died а few cays 
since at Hanworth Houte, Middlesex, whore he was born in 1780.

Dragoons, 
and succeeded to the command of the 4th Brigade of Oavalry. 
whish he held on the advance to and the taking of Paris. In 1819 
ће acoompsnicd his regiment to India, aud commanded the cavalry 
at the siege of Bhur(pore 18256. Afterwards ho received tho 
thanks of parliament ior his “gallant end meritorious ? conduct. 
His next appointment was that of inspector of the Indian cavalry, 
after which he became military secretary t? the governor- 
general (Lord Wiiliam Bentinck) This led to his being placed ав 
major-general cf dicision on the staff at Bombay. a һа re- 
mained there for three years. On returning to England in 1839, ha 
was made inapector-general of cavalry, and became colonel of the 
9ш Lance's.

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THE BAFFRON-HILL MUBDER. 
OUR readers are aware that an I'alisn, named Роботи, bas tem 
sen'ezced to death for the murder of Michsel Harrington in а row 
at the Golden Anchor, S:ffron-hill. Since his conviction, snother 
Italian, named Gregorio, hes made the following confession : — 

“ My name is Меда! Gregorio. I bave just come from Birming- 
ham. I used to live at 73, St Johu street, Olerkenwell. Soon 
alter this effsir I went awsy from there. After that I stayed here 
a day or во, and then went away. I stayed at No. 1, Frencis-court, 
Borkeley-street, Olerkenweil. 1 sisyed there two nights. After 
that I went to the other side of the water. I те till the 
following Saturday, three cays aud a half. I lett there and wont 
from there to Birmingham. 1 went by railway from King’s-crose 
in the morning, between one and twe о'ојосЕ I was there five or 
six weeks, and bave just arrived from Birmingham. 1 bave come 
here to hear what they have got to ову. 1 have come to consign 
myself (give myeelt up). I understand thet my cousin fe going to 
le executed (in tears) for stabbing people in Saffron-hill at the 
Anchor public-house. I used а Кобе myself in self-defence. It 
was done somewhere about five or six o'clock om the doy s'ter 
Obristmas-dey. ) was there and used а knife in self- дојепог, bs- 
cause there was а lot of le there with stlobs end ers. Thet 
is all I have got to say. I have beard that my is going to 
be executed, avd that is why I have come here." 

- Gregorio has been examined iat the Olerkenwell Police- 
cour 

Mr. Lewis said be pues on the present оссмїоп to show 
that the prisoner, on the night «f the murder, left bis master, and 
on that night hed permiseion from snother to stop at his place, and 
he made admission that he had stabbed two or three persons. 

Jobn Mazzzoni said: I reside at 1, Franols-court, Olerkenwell. 
Oa the 26th December tho prisoner was in th» service of Мг. 
Angelenette. I recollect early in the evening of the 26th be osme 
to my house abouts quarter to ten. He asked me to let him ale 
on the ehavings. I consented, but I seked bim if he bad left hie 
master, and be said, * No, worse than that” I asked him what ho 
had done, and he s ч j'ee been to tbe Anchor, and І ћете bed 
srow snd a fight” Ho raid he had a fight with some Enpglieb. 
who had used slicks. He farther ssid, “When I saw myself 
besten almost to death, I tcok ont а knife and defended myseli,

‘The landlord then went round to get iato the bsgatelle room 
by another door. 

By the magistrate: I rever saw the Isndicra in the begatelle

Witness: I saw the prisoners brother, John. His face was 
covered with blood. At this time T ehcu'd think there were about 
twer ty people iathe room. Gregorio and John Magi were the only 
two Italians there. When Gregorio went into the room he bad no 
knife ín hig hand, bat a litio while alter, when t wore bealing 
Gregorio, I raw he hed ene in bis hand. I said, “For God's sake, 
Gregorio, yu: away the kaife.” He replied, “ Never mind ; le: me 
do what I choose, or we shall not get ou: alive” Bowe person then 
took me by the collar and pat me out of the bagatelle room into the 
tap-room. I thea wont into the street, but in a little whi'e after I 
met Gregorio in Oro:s-atree:—abont half an hour or three-quarters 
after. regorio threw his srma round my neck. He said, “ Dear 
Manzzoni, what bave I done?’ I said, "You've ured the knife." 
He said, “ Yes I did, and I've wounded three or fone" Gregorio 
afterwards 5513, ч Good bye," and went away. I did поё see the 
knife, пог was anything further ssid abont it. The koife I saw wes 
a straight pointed one, like » stiletto. 

Two knives were hera койма, Шо one found where Gregorio’s 
companion said he threw the one he usd, and the ове picked up 
onteide the house, covered with blood, on the night of the murder. 
The witness ead, to the best of his belief, the longest one was that 
which he sewin Gregoriog hand. [This was the firat mentioned 
ono, the let'er being the one produced at the trial of Polioni ] 

Giecomo Montova: I recollect meeting Gregorio on the right of 
the 26th of December аќ  public-honse im Oroes-etreet, & shori way 
from the Golden Archor. He said, “Three, if not four, те 
wounded." I knew what ће meant by that, as I had been to the 
Golden Anchor end keard what had xpo 

John Oowlind: I gave the largo knife produced to Inepretor 
Potter. I found it in а urinal between nino and ten the morning 
after the murder. 

Roco Angelenette: Prisoner had bern in my service from Jana- 
ary to December, 1864 He was іп my service on December 26. 
He left suddenly without giving notice. Ї psid the money I was 
owing Gregorio to his brother, whom I afterwarda discharged from 
my employment, but not from anything arising out of this 


affair. 
Пош!ој Fetter: I met Gregorio on tho night of the 26 h. He 
asked me to take cero of his knife, as he bad been in а row. He 
ave it to me, and then went away. I thought it would be 
fe me to keep the knife im my and I then went 
threw the knife where it was found by the potmen.

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THE BEFRESHMENT ROOM IN THE HOUSE OF 
COMMONS. 


Ол the present we give an sdóit^oasl illustration relating to the 
opening of parliament It is the Reireshment Room. Every Eog- 
lishman has heard of Bellemy’s, and the “ kitchen" of the House of 
Commons. Both these mean nearly the same—the place where 
members of parliement used to refresh themselves in the old house. 
“ Bellamy s" properly means the whole establishment, which was 
called by that name because, from time immemorial, а Bellamy had 
been purveyor. The *'kitshen" proper means, literally, whet the 
term implies, the place where chope and steaks were cooked, and іа 
which honourable membsrs used to receive and eat them hissing 
and steaming from the gridiron. There was а dining-room apart 
from the kitchen, where а few more fas'idious gentlemen used to 
dine; but many femous men preferred the kitchen. In Bellamy's 
days no dinners were p but simply chops, steaks, and veal 
ples; and, if tradition is to be believed, glorious chops, and steaks, 
and pies they were, such as cannot be obtsined now for love or 
money. “ Bellamy's” hae long since vanished. Its locality was 
somewhere opposite Poet's Corner, in the angle formed by the 
courts of law end the new houses. When the new houses were 
opened the ооз of purveyor was offered to а Bellamy; but as, 
henceforth, dinners were to be prov'ded in the clab-honse style, the 
offer was declined. The refreshment rooms of the palace are situate 
near the library, and consist of three apartmentse—two large сара- 
oions rooms for the use of members, and а small one between the 
two which is used by tbe landlord аз а bar. These rooms are, like 
every other part of the palace, fitted up with great elegance

DEATH OF THE DUKE OF NORTHUMBERLAND. 


THe most profound sorrow has been occasioned in all the Northum- 
berland towns by the sudden death of the Dake of Northumberland, 
which took place on Sandey morning at а quarter to three o'clock 
at Alnwick Oaatle 

The dake has been in failiog bealth for some time, his disease 
being gout in the right hend; but it was not nntil Saturday night 
dangerous symptoms appeared. Medical advice was immediately 
summoned from Newcastle 

The decessed, Algernon Peroy. Duke and Earl of Northumber- 
land, Eerl and Baron Percy, Baron Laoy, Poyninge, Fitz Payne 
and Bryan, Latimer, end Warkworth, also Baron Prudhoe, of 
Prudhoe Caatle, in the county of Northumberland, in the peerage of 
Great Britain, and & baronet, was tbe second and youngest son of 
Hugh, second duke, by his second wife, Frances Julie, third 
daughter of Mr. Peter Burrell, and aunt of Lord Willoughby 
d'Eresby. He was born December 15, 1792; consequently had 
jus: entered bis seveuty-third year. The deceased nobleman was 
educated for the navy, which service he entered in March, 1805, on 
board the Tribune frigate, commanded by Oaptain Robert Н. A. 
Bennett; he was afterwards midshipman in the Fame, 74, ia which 
ship he was actively employed on the coast of Oatalonia in 1809; 
oad, as midshipman of the Hydra, commanded а gunboat in oo- 
operation with the patriots on the coast of Andalusis in tne follow- 
ing year. As acting captain of the Osledonia he took part in & 
partial action with the French fleet off Toulon in 1813, and was 
present at the taking of Genoa in 1814. After obtaining his post 
rank he went on balf-pay, and was not subsequently afloat. He 
obtained h's commission as lieutenant in December, 1811; became 
commander in Магор, 1814; captain in August, 1815  rear-admiral 
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Lord Lovsine, M.P., and Lady Atherton, &c. Не was a Lord ot 
the Treasury from May, 1804, to February, 1:06, and was Oaptain 
of the Yeomen of the Guard from 1842 to 1846. 

The present duke ів descended, by the female line, from the noble 
house of Peroy. The heiress of the e'eventh Earl of North- 
umberland, who succeeded to the baronis! bonours only of the 
family, married Oharles, sixth Duke of Somerset (the “ proud 
duke") and their son, the seventh duke, having been summoned to 
perliament as Baron Peroy, was created Earl ef Northumberland, 
with remainder (heviog no male issue) to Sir Hugh Smithson, who 
hed married his daughter and гоје heir. Bir Hogh, who succeeded 
to the earldom of Northumberland in 1750, was created Duke of 
Northumberland in 1766, and assumed the name of Percy on suc- 
ceeding to the earldom.

Мк, Венттвск, the other evening, asked the President of the Board 
of Trade whether, “ n consequence of the repeated recurrence” of 
railway disesters, Government hed any legislation in view, and 
particularly whether it was intended to embody in am Aot of Par- 
Hament the recommendations of the committee which investigated 
the subject half-a-dczen yearsago. To there questions Mr. Milner 
Gibson could only reply, in substance, thet though nothing had 
been done, there was по opportunity for doing any more; that the 
railway companies had adopted most of the suggestions of the 
committees of their own accord ; that the case could hardiy be im- 
proved by legislation, and that it would be impolitio to diminish by 
official interventien the responsibility under which the companies 
now conducted their traffic. This will give the public but scant 
satisfaction. There is no doubt about the facts on which 
Mr. Bentinck based his questions. Every reader knows 
that the reourrence of these alarming  &ooidents has 
lately been remarkable, and thet it elicited а com- 
munication on the subject from the Queen herself. Mr. Milner 
Gibson could not miugate the case by his statistios There were 
seventy-seven separate accidents to passenger traing in the year 
1864; there had been but fifty-two in the year 1863, во that the 
catastrophes had actually inoreased by fifty per cent. We believe 
that the true source of these railway accidents is excess of traffic, 
Almost every great company now finds itsel! with more work on its 
hands than it can well perform. Passenger traing are teo numerous, 
and are started at intervals too short-not, indeed, for the &coom- 
modation of the public, but for the security of the line. This was 
the origin of the disaster at Egham. Then these passenger trains 
are interfered with by goode trains, till in the end the line seems 
hardly clear for five minutes together. This was в leading feature 
of the accident in Blackheath tunnel. The tunnel had been first 
choked by a coal train, which stopped а ballast train, and them by 
the ballast train, which stopped a passenger train, till passengers 
and station-masters became impatient together, and dunned the poor 
signalman so that he lost bis wits. It is easier, however, at this point 
to indicate the evil than the remedy. Ne such amount of traffic as is 
now performed was dreamt of when railways were first opened. It 
is not too much to say that on all our great lines there should be & 
duplicate system of rails—one act for passengers and another for 
goods. No doubt the danger created by the rapid succession of 
trains has really been much diminished by the ase of telegraphs and 
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| signals, but we have learnt conclasively that signals and telegraphs 

may Le expected occasionally to fail, like wood and iron. In fact 
| we pleco no faith in the dootrine that with а good system of sig“ 
| nala an interval of five minutes between trains is not too short. No 
| syatem could be spparently better, or pro mize more abselute seou- 
| rity against collision, than the system in use between Blackheath 
| and Charlton, and yet a collision occurred. Т hese short intervals, 
| especially where the trains are timed st different rates of speed, 

leave no margin for the minor casualties which must be expected to 
| happen; and then, if signals chance to go wrong, а slight stoppage 
| is converted into a terrible catastrophe. How far legislation might 
| help us in these matters we shall not here inquire, but it is орріег- 
sanily plain thst the dangers of railway travelling are neither in- 
cansiderable nor on the decrease as matters star d,

He recommends 
a smali standing colonial force, and а m military post 
about the centre of the Ngatirusnni country. if the governor 
differs on sny ms erial point with bis constitutional advisers. ве 
would place his resignation in their hands 1t is not it known 
how far this policy will meet with the approval of the legislature. 
In the province of Auckland the new Ministry is highly unpopular, 
inasmuch as it assumes office with the fixed intention of removing 
the seat of Government to Wellington. Om the occasion of their 
introducing & new tariff all the Auckland members left the house, 
and business could not be proceeded with. Aotive operations 
against the rebels atill remain suspended. The Waikato districts 
continue quiet, so it may be hoped that, though the leading chiefs 
have not tendered their submission, that the straggie here has 
tically terminated. ‘The foe ай] has n of the country 
beyond the guns of our redoubts; he still forbids the settlement 
and onltivation of the lands fairly disposed of, and the settlers are 
atili unable to return to return te the homesteads they were forced 
from. General Oameron is, however, at Taranaki, and the 
governor’s speech contained an intimation that steps would now be 
promptly and energetically taken to restore order.

GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 

FLOWER Gaxpen.—Oontinue to propagate bedding-out plants.

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AN ITALIAN IRON-OLAD. 


Tus following is the description of an 
fron-clad which is now constructing at 
Millwall for tbe Itelian Government : — 
Oa the site where the Great Levisthan 
steamship was built some yeers since, 
aud where the huge monster во long 
defied all the mechanical powers that 
could be brought to bear upon her iron 
sides, where she worried the life out of 
poor Brunel, and exheusted the means 
of the unhappy shareholders, there are 
now being built up а number of fron 
sbips, which together make up a tonnage 
nearly equal to that of the Great Eastern 
ite:lf. rominent among them is a 
powerfal iron-cased frigste now in 
course of building for the Italien 
Government. Every maritime nation 
turns to England for the supply of & 
rtion of its fron-clads, and Millwall 
sent forth some of the best speci- 
mens of the class of naval architeo- 
ture to various countries. The iror- 
clad which is now rapidly ap- 
prosching c:mpletion will be the thir- 
teenth vessel of this kind which has 
been built for Victor Emmanuel, but it 
1s the firet wbioh has been built on the 
Thames for Italy. Following tbe ex- 
ample set by us Їп the case of the War- 
rior and others of our tron-clads, this 
eh‘p is fitted with an advenced prow, 
or beak, d ed for running down 
the enemy. he “nose” or beak ів, 
however, one of very moderate dimen- 
sions. It is, in fact, anything but a 


* Roman” nose, but it is small and blunt 
end unpretending. It is, however, а 
very formidable proj-otion, and one 
wh if striking а еч. an enemy 
with the force with w it is propelled through the water, would 
infliot very serious damage. The ship is guaranteed а speed of 
filteen knots; her engines are of 700 horse-power, and ton- 
nage of sbout 2 500 tons, so that it may readily be oon- 
ceived that in the matter of running down she would 
ђе а most formidable engine of naval wrrfare. She is to be 
culled the Sinker—the Affondatore—and, if opportunity should 
arise, she will most certainly justify her title to the пете she bears. 
In point of tonnage the Sinker is about equal to our Prince Albert 
shield-ship, and in regard to tonnage it would rank eighth in the 
list of our iron-olads, their respective measurements being— 
Northumberland, Minotaur, and Agincourt, 6 621 tons; Warrior. 
Black Р:іосе, and Aobilles, 6,039 tons; Hector and Valiant, 4,063 
tons; Prince-Consort, Royal Oak, Royal Alfred, Ocean Triumph, 
and Oeledonia, 4,045 tons; Defenos and Resistance, 8,668 tons; 
Royal Sovereign, 8 765 tons; and Prince Albert, 2 529 tons. The 
dimensions of the Sinker differ slightly from those of any of our 
jron-olads. They are—length, 295ít, breadth, 40%., aud depth, 
216. Her screws are single two-bladed. The projecting beak is 
Bit. beyond the bows. The эгидер: gp extends from stem to 
stern, and is carried to a depth of 5ft. belew the water-line, the 
plates are 4} п. thick, and they reet on a Yin. teak backing, instead 
of, аз in the case of the Warrior class, a backing ot 18in.

tensive range of workshops, and the 
enormous machinery which they have 
at their disposal The Italian ship 
Affondatore will be ready for lsunohis к 
in April, and within the next two 
montbs the company will have ready 
for launching not leas (han four paddle 
end screw steam-ships equal in tonnage 
to that of the Bhone, which passed off 
her berth on Saturdsy.

Dr. J. Sewren, 8, 
Henristte-street, said that he wes called to the deceased, and that 
he had hung himself to the tester ef the bed by the bell горен. 
The ropes had broken from his weight, and he fell про the 
dead. The fragments of a letter were found, but deceased had 
go effeotually rendered them illegible that it was im ble to 
derive from them any information as to the cause of suicide. 
The jury returned a verdict of “ Suicide while of unsound miad.” 

FouspERING OF A BHIP, Авр Burrosgp Loss OF ALL ON 
Boarp.—Osptain Hood, of the barque Kong Mon, whioh arrived

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CURIOUS OASE OF BREACH OF PROMISE. 
Іх the Court of Qieen’s B:noh has recently been tried а case 
Lewis v. Powell, М P.. b ing an action for breach of promise of 
marrisge The defendant denied his promise. The damages were 
laid at £50000 The plaintiff was the daughter of a medioal 
gentleman residing in Cardigan, and the dofendaut was Colonel 
Powell, М.Р. for Cardiganehire. 

Mr. Sylvanus Lewis, brother to the plaintiff, said he was living 
with his father вод mother at Brookfield. bat left ia 1860 and ra- 
moved to Cardiganshire. In Ootober, 1861, bis father died. He 
had known defeudsnt m»ny years befere that time. When they re- 
moved to Oardigansbire they frequently visited defendant. In 
March, 1864, one of wiiness's sister married acousin of the defendant. 
Osptain Phelp and others were staying there then. The plaintiff and 
defendant were then engaged to each other, ad letters were passed 
from one to the other. ‘the marriage of Colonel Powell to witness's 
sister was publicly talked about, but afterwards it wae broken off 
by defendant saying that he was physically and p:cuniarily disabled 
from marrying; and certain reports were circulated whioh effected 
defendant's character. Colonel Powell was of an old and wealthy 
family, and was one of the largest landholders in the county of 
Cardigan He wss member for the county, and a colonel of militia ; 
hə had а hunting establishment, kept his harriers, and had several 
gamekcepers. 

Oross-examined by Mr. Coleridge: Witness for about а year had 
been private secretary to Oolonel Powell The defendant had 
suffered from paralysis. The first intima'ion he bad of his sister 
bsiag engaged to be married to Colonel Powell was by a letter sent 
by the defendant to bis sister Margaretta. Witness was glad of the 
offer being made, as it would have provided her with а good home 
ands husband. The colonel presented her with а handsome 
diamond ring and several dresses. There was afterwards & cool- 
ness, aad odmeequently the marriage was broken cff. Witness bad 
heard that there were mortgages on the defendant's property. De- 
fendant had one son living. Witness потег knew the defendant's 
wife. 

By Мг. Bovill: The defendant kept up handsome establishments 
—there was no lack of anything. 

Mr. William B. Powell вз! а һе was cousin to the defendant, aud 
he had married a sister of plaintiff's on March 17,1864 The de- 
fendant had told him thet he was goiag to be marriel to Miss Lewis, 
end after that Captain Phelp called at Bt.

Cross-examined by Mr. Ooleridge: When witness was at tho 
coloncl’s the latter was in his invalid chair, aud used to wheel him- 
self about.

. The case was of considerable interest both 

the special circumstances ап 1 aleo upon the 
mere! question of theright ofa married woman who 
pm been олатдед with adaltery, but acquitted by 
the sentence of the Divorce Oourt, to the aesist- 
&nos of this court to obtain access to her infant 
child which is under the father’s custody. The 
facts of the case were as follows sa; 8 1849 
Captain Winsoom, while at Aden on siok leave, 
married the petitioner, then Miss Twyoross. They 
returned to India sbout the end of 1850. and re- 
mained at Jubbulpore from May, 1851, until 
December, 1854. In 1852 an intimacy arose 
between Mrs. Winsoom and an officer in the 
Madras Oavalry, which resulted, according to her 
confession, in adultery. Овршма Winscom, 
who discovered his wife's guilt from her own 
confession while the offlcer in question was lying 
apparently, on hie death-bed, had forgiven 
her, believing that she was penitent, and they соп- 
tinued to live t her as husband and wife.

A STRANGE AND INOBEDIBLE STORY.
